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RESOLUTION 


Endorsing a Western Bus and Truck Conference 


Adopted by the WESTERN CONFERENCE OF GOVERNORS 
at its meeting in Boise, Idaho, November 28, 1933} 


WHEREAS, a lack of uniformity exists in the motor vehicle laws and regula- 
tions of the various states; and 


WHEREAS, this important problem cannot be solved properly by the action 


of one state alone; and 


WHEREAS, the Legislatures of the States of California, Utah, and Wyoming 
already have passed resolutions requesting the American Legislators’ Association to 
call at some central point a regional conference of the representatives of the States of: 


Arizona Idaho New Mexico Washington 
California Montana Oregon Wyoming 
Colorado Nevada Utah 


with a view to formulating reciprocal and uniform legislation and regulations re- 
lating to the licensing of motor vehicles, trafic regulations, regulations as to weights, 
heights, widths, and lengths of motor vehicles, and regulation and control of motor 
vehicles engaged in transporting passengers and freight for hire, and to make rec- 
ommendation to the Legislatures of said states for the adoption of such legislation at 
a uniform date; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Western Governors’ 
Conference assembled at Boise, Idaho, this 28th day of November, 1933, does hereby 
endorse the calling of such conference for the purposes aforesaid. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Governors of said eleven western 
states which already have not done so, be urged to place before the legislatures of their 
respective states at the earliest possible moment the question of providing for the ap- 
pointment of delegations of five members each, one to be appointed by the Presi- 
dent of the Senate, one by the Speaker of the House, and three by the Governor to 
represent said states at said conference. 


AND BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that a copy of this resolution be trans- 
mitted by the Secretary of this conference to the American Legislators’ Association, and 
to the Governors of the states above mentioned with the request that said Governors 
submit it for action by the Legislatures of their respective States, and to the Pres- 
ident of the Senate and to the Speaker of the House in each of said states. 
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THOROUGHBRED CAPITOL 


When Daniel Boone, sturdy, bearded exponent of coonskins, of rugged indi- 
vidualism, and of high values for Kentucky land, first gazed from Pilot Knob across 
meadows of the Blue Grass State to the hills beyond, the view which he saw was 
not more striking than that which greets the present-day motorist who discovers the 
Kentucky capitol. After traversing many parasangs of modest farms as he ap- 
proaches Frankfort from the north or west, the traveler comes to the rim of a rocky 
cup, and sees below him the roofs of the city dominated by the stately capitol 
rising in sharp relief against its dark hill-background. In this twenty-eight-year-old, 
$2,000,000 workshop, the 138 Kentucky legislators assemble every biennium in the 


even numbered years. 


The days of pioneering in Kentucky are not dead. Last month two-thirds of 
the legislators gathered in Lexington at their own expense, held the fourth pre- 
session conference in American legislative history. Meeting under the auspices of 
the American Legislators’ Association, they surveyed the legislative bad-lands in 
which they are about to bivouac. Recruits gained insight, veterans gained perspec- 
tive. Together they crystallized the state’s legislative program. Man to man, Gov- 
ernor Laffoon urged his policies for an hour, reviewed his recent appointment of 


Colonel Mae West. 
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
